MARSHAL MILLER FILES REPORT

Fatalities Caused by 
Fires 
in 
Ohio 
During the Year Numbered 387 and 
764 Persons W ere Injured Seriously. 
Fire Loss for Same Period Exceed­ 
ed $14,000,000— Ohio’s Record Better 
Than Any Other State, M iller Says. 


Columbus, Sept. 15.—In his annual 
report just submitted to the governor 
S tate Fire Marshal Louis F. Miller 
says that fatalities caused by f.res 
in Ohio tor the year ending June 30 
numbered 387 aud 764 persons were 
injured seriously. 
th e tire loss for the same period 
was $14,634,112, the 
report 
stated. 
Eighty per cent or the fires were a 
result of carelessness or neglect. Mil­ 
ler said, and constitute “a record of 
which the people oi the sta^te should 
be thoroughly ashamed." 
However, 
be is not altogether pessimistic, in­ 
sisting that Ohio's record is better 
than that or any other state in the 
Union. 
“Had our fire loss been the 
sam e in proportion to population as 
was that of the rest of the country,’’ 
the report stated, “it would have been 
more titan $7,OOO,Olio greater, and had 
ou r loss of Hie been as great in pro­ 
portion more than 600 would have 
died instead of 387." 
Miller reported that the departm ent 
does not always receive the co-opera­ 
tion of police 
departm ents, sheriffs 
and prosecuting attorneys in the ap­ 
prehension and prosecution of arson­ 
ists. 
But, he said, uiose in authority 
a re beginning to realize the serious­ 
ness of the crim e of arson and are 
becoming more effective each year in 
assistance. 
Fire chiels of the state 
without exception give all the assist­ 
ance they can, the report stated. 
Fires of unknown or suspicious ori­ 
gin were investigated and 537 reports 
submitted. 
Fifty 
persons were 
ar­ 
rested as a consequence. 33 indicted 
bv grand Juries and 23 convictions 
were procured. O ther cases are pend­ 
ing. 
Inspections of property during 
tho year numbered 26.412, of which 
y,918 were school buildings. 
The .condition of Ohio school build­ 
ings is excellent, according 
to 
the 
marshal, who reported that fire drills 
are being conducted regularly, and as 
e rule the law requiring teaching of 
fire prevention in the schools is be­ 
ing complied with. 
City inspections 
num bered 41, in which all assistants 
were called in to look after public 
buildings 
and 
mercantile establish­ 
ments. 
Fire 
prevention week, proclaimed 
last year from Oct. ll to 17, was gen­ 
erally observed and the cleanup cam ­ 
paign throughout the state In April 
aud May were satisfactory, the m ar­ 
shal said. 
Success of fire prevention 
and cleanup 
campaigns, the 
report 
stated, depends upon systematic and 
continuous education and 
publicity. 
In this connection Ohio newspapers 
were commended, in that almost with­ 
out exception they have co-operated 
with the departm ent 
in 
furnishing 
space for publicity.

London, Sept. 15.—The league 
of 
nations assembly's subcommittee to­ 
day resumed consideration at Geneva 
of arbitration, security and disarm a­ 
ment, three big questions before th# 
assembly. 
The task before the subcommittee 
is how to limit these three problems 
and formulate some pact that will re­ 
ceive the approval of the assembly. 
The decision that tile compulsory a r­ 
bitration clause of the world court of 
justice need not be remodeled 
was 
the outstanding feacure ct the week. 
The British prime minister told the 
assembly that this clause did 
not 
seem to be precise, and he wanted it 
examined and brought up to date be­ 
fore Great Britain wrould subscribe to 
it. 
But no changes will be made in 
its phraseology. 
The goal of preci­ 
sion will be attained by allowing all 
countries, especially Great Britain, to 
make reservations when signing it. 
The 
English 
reservation 
will 
be 
th at the action of the British fleet 
while engaged in the service of the 
league of nations in outlawing war 
will not be subject to tribunal prob­ 
ings of the world court. 
In other 
words, Great Britain will not have 
her sea law. including her right of 
search and capture, judged by a court 
qf compulsory arbitration. 
The ten­ 
dency at Geneva is to 
make 
the 
league of nations a powerful entity 
for the m aintenance of peace and an 
international organization 
especially 
st*r. mg for the welfare of its mem­ 
b ers, 
Tile object of this movement 
is to keep peace between the m em ­ 
bers of the league, with the sideline 
determ ination not to be harassed by 
outsiders while engaged iii general 
police work 
for 
the good of 
the 
league. 
This is interpreted as mean­ 
ing that any conflict arising between 
the British fleet and the citizens of 
powers not m em bers of th* league— 
as, for instance, citizens of the I Tilted 
States, Russia, Germany, Mexico or 
Turkey —the British fleet would have 
th*1 hacking of all the leag u e mem­ 
bers. 
F nder these circumstances an 
economic blockade by Great Britain 
would virtually become a blockade by 
the entire league.

Winter Legumes 
Help Bare Land 


Cover Crops Conserve Plant 
Food, Increase Yields and 
Improve the Soil. 


Eventually blore legumes must be 
planted for soil improvement if we ex­ 
pect to continue 
to 
produce 
crops 
economically. 
So why not begin ibis 
fall by planting a winter cover crop 
on as much land as possible? 
This 
question is asked by C. P. Blackwell, 
chief of tile 
agronomy 
division 
ut 
Clemson 
college, 
who believes 
that 
more of the bare land should be plant­ 
ed in cover crops this fall. 
lf a winter cover crop is to be of 
the greatest benefit it must be planted 
early so that it may attain maximum 
growth in time to be plowed under at 
least two or three weeks before time 
to plant the s u m e d ln g crop. 
If this 
practice is generally followed through­ 
out, the cost of production of staple 
crops will be appreciably lowered next 
year. 
A winter cover crop serves a two­ 
fold purpose; It protects the land from 
washing during 
tile 
winter 
months 
and at the same time conserves the 
plant food m aterials made' available 
during this period. 
Soil 
which re­ 
mains bare during the winter loses 
much valuable plant food by leaching. 
A cover crop will make use of this 
plant food and release it next spring 
in time for the crop of cotton or corn 
to use it. 
Whenever possible the winter cover 
crop should be a legume, for legumes 
are able, by reason 
of 
their 
well­ 
known ability to obtain nitrogen from 
the air, to greatly increase the supply 
of this element in the soil. 
Vetch 
rind crimson clover are probably the 
best known and are to be recommend­ 
ed. 
When planted with oats or rye, 
vetch makes a rank growth, the mix­ 
ture furnishing a quantity of organic 
m atter to he plowed under and mixed 
w ith the soil. 
Crimson clover has met 
with 
much 
favor 
from 
practically 
everyone who lins planted it, and its 
more general use would certainly he 
followed by increased yields "of our 
other crops. 
Of the non-leguminous 
over crops, rye is the best known

Motortrucks Bring Bulk 
of Cities’ Milk Supply 
The motortruck is now the most im­ 
portant agency for transporting milk 
from producer to city distributor, ac­ 
cording to the bureau of public roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. The bureau has recent­ 
ly completed a survey of milk trans­ 
portation for eight large cities and 
has found that the motortruck, which 
first entered the field in 1913, when 
most of the milk vrns transported by 
rail and the remaining portion by 
wagon, Is now the major factor in 
the field. 
Of the total amount of milk deliv­ 
ered to the cities investigated the 
amounts delivered by motortruck were 
as follows: 
Baltimore, 45 per cent; 
Philadelphia, 20 per cent; Cincinnati. 
97 per cent; Detroit, 88 per cen t; Mil­ 
waukee, 87 per cen t: St. Paul and 
Minneapolis. 94 per cent. 
Tills 
form of transportation 
has 
been of great benefit in developing 
new milk-producing territory for grow­ 
ing cities and has given the farmers 
a more satisfactory means of deliver­ 
ing their product. The milk moves 
directly from the farm er’* gate to the 
city’s bottling plant instead of being 
delivered to the steam or electric 
railroad station, hauled by rail, and 
then delivered from the city terminal.

OME diseases, such as cancer, can­ 
not be prevented because their 
causes are not known. 
Until the cuuses of these diseases 
are are discovered, they may be re­ 
duced or coritrolled, but they cannot 
be stamped out. 
Other discants are due to known 
causes but these causes cannot aa 
yet be controlled. 
Such a disease is pneumonia. 
We 
know that It is caused by inhaling a 
certain germ, tyjit we do not know 
how to prevent it. 
- 
* - - 
Still 
other 
diseases 
are 
due 
to 
causes which can be controlled. These 
diseases can be entirely prevented. 
In 1888, Kleb discovered the diph­ 
theria germ. 
Ten years later, anti­ 
toxin was discovered. 
Its use has 
greatly reduced the diphtheria death 
rate. 
If every child who contracts 
diphtheria were given antitoxin in the 
first two days of the attack, there * 
would be no deaths from diphtheria. 
This was a great discovery, but I t ; 
did not prevent diphtheria. 
It only 
savtd the child after it was infected. 
Ttien the Schick test was devised, 
by which It Is possible to tell whether 
the apparently healthy child is sus­ 
ceptible to diphtheria. 
Finally, toxln-antitoxtn made it pos­ 
sible to makq every child Immune to 
diphtheria infection, Just as smallpox 
vaccination 
protects 
the 
individual 
against this loathsome disease. 
If every child, on entering the pub­ 
lic school, were given toxin-antltoxin. 
there would be no diphtheria among 
school children. 
Why Is this disease-preventing treat­ 
ment not used more generally? 
As 
King Edward asked, “If preventable, 
why is It not prevented?” 
There are Just two reasons—Ignor­ 
ance and carelessness. 
We have all the knowledge we need * 
to wipe out this terrible scourge of 
eh*H life. 
For every case of diphtheria today 
some ignorant or careless parent Is 
responsible. 
At Mooseheart, the great school of 
the Loyal Order of Moose, 1,200 chil­ 
dren of deceased members are cared 
for and educated. 
Epidemics of diph­ 
theria used 
to 
he common In the 
school. 
In 1018, Dr. John Nichols, the resi­ 
dent physician, 
began giving 
toxln- 
antitoxin to every child. 
In the six 
years since this treatm ent was begun 
there have been Just two cases of j 
diphtheria, 
both In the 
first 
year. 
There has not been a single case since 
1020. 
The same results can be secured 
everywhere, lf the same methods are 
adopted- 
Diphtheria »an be entirely prevent­ 
ed.
